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Man Who Needed No Introduction 


When Herbert Hoover spoke at Brussels 
last week, he needed no introduction. He is 
still a minor saint in Belgium for his hu­ 
manitarian work in World War I. 
But one thing he told his audience for the 
U.S. Independence Day celebration at the 
Brussels World’s Fair is going to need some 
explanation in the United States. 
Forty years ago, Mr. Hoover declared, 
misrepresentations and propaganda against 
the United States “ contributed to the retreat 
of the American people behind a barbed wire 
entanglement around the Western Hemi­ 
sphere.” The danger signal is up again, he 
warned his audience. The same kind of anti- 
American campaign is being waged. 
The 
American people once more are being given 
the impression that the people abroad whom 
they have helped with their gifts, coopera­ 
tion, knowledge and even their lives are un­ 
grateful and even hostile. 
Mr. Hoover is not now and never was an 
Isolationist. He always was and still is an 
internationalist, in the sense that he has lived 
and worked in many different countries and 
is literally a citizen of the world. Therefore, 
when he says the danger signal is up again, 
he is issuing..a friendly warning to his fel­ 
low Americans as well as to his friends in 
Europe. 
We particularly want to believe it is meant 
to be a friendly warning to those Americans 
who profess not to be able to understand why 


there is growing opposition to their plans for 
disbursing U.S. wealth abroad with an open 
hand. 
The generous benefactors who recognize 
no limit where other people’s money is con­ 
cerned, assume a critical attitude whenever 
their judgment is questioned. They profess 
to believe there is no quid pro quo in inter­ 
national relations and Americans should be 
eager to give away everything for nothing— 
or less than nothing. 
They almost seem to believe that Ameri­ 
cans should shout with joy when recipients 
of their gifts bite the hand that feeds them, 
instead of grumbling about ingratitude and 
greediness. This has become a troublesome 
problem in the United States. 
Mr. Hoover, who qualifies as an expert, 
has pointed out to those Americans who re­ 
fuse to recognize its existence that it does 
exist, that it was made to exist by anti- 
Americanism abroad and that Americans can­ 
not be blamed for wanting to stay home when 
so many signs say, “ Yankees Go Home.” 
Not even a brash American feels like push­ 
ing his way into a place where he plainly 
is not welcome. Perhaps someone with an 
urge to promote international understanding 
will distribute a few hundred thousand copies 
of Mr. Hoover’s speech to U.S. internation­ 
alists who say they can see no reason for 
skepticism about the net effect of open-hand­ 
edness in Washington. 


Just Another Happ ily Married Couple 


While top spokesmen for the United States 
and Canada are discussing mutual problems 
in Ottawa, this thought has occurred to some 
of the ordinary citizens of the two most ami­ 
able countries in North America. 
Their countries bear a significant resem­ 
blance to those happily married couples whose 
amiability is taken for granted because there 
is no reason to question it. The resemblance 
Is significant because, like many happily mar­ 
ried couples, there are stresses and strains 
between the United States and Canada that 
must be dealt with even though they are not 
visible. 
Tliese are the stresses and strains that 
grow out of taking too much for granted. 
There has ceased to be a conscious will to 
show mutual consideration in all large and 
small ways and there has come to be, in­ 
stead, an unconscious practice of foregoing 
those little niceties of thought and behavior 
that make the course of true love run smooth. 


The United States, preoccupied with large 
affairs, has scarcely had time to keep track 
of the smaller but no less important affairs 
of Canada. 
Canada, in turn, being jealous of its relation­ 
ship, sometimes has tried to assert itself at 
the expense of American sensitivities and 
feelings. 
Or, to phrase the problem in the language 
of the marriage counselor, it has been a 
long time since the United States remem­ 
bered to tell Canada how much it loved 
her and just as long a time since Canada has 
remembered to tell the old boy that he makes 
her heart beat faster every time he glances 
her way. 
These things can happen in the best-regu­ 
lated families. Usually, they can be threshed 
out in a good long talk, with all the cards 
laid on the table. That is what is going on 
in Ottawa. The cards are being laid on the 
table. 


The ‘Compleat Angler’ In Washington 


Tne thing to remember about the federal 
government, of course, is that it resembles 
a river. The part that is in sight is not the 
most important. The biggest fish are in the 
deepest water and sometimes the hottest. 
For example, most of the work done by 
Congress is done by committees and sub­ 
committees. What goes on day by day in 
the Senate and House of Representatives is 
only ripples on the surface and speeches made 
for the record (Congressional Record, that 
is). 
Moreover, what goes on in the main cur­ 
rent of committees and subcommittees is not 
always as important as what goes on in 
the side eddies, in the form of wiretapped 
telephones, hidden microphones, eavesdrop­ 
ping, file-searching and confidential investi­ 
gations. 
The important thing is to find out what 
does not appear on the surface and why it 
does not appear there. If there is some 
reason to keep it out of sight, miracles may 
be performed by threatening to drag it into 
the open. Nothing is ever quite the way it 
seems to be in Washington. There’s always an 
angle. 
.The “ compleat angler” is the one who 
knows all the angles. 
Or if he does not know all the angles him­ 
self he knows where he can find someone who 
does know them—and there must be, roughly, 
an army of them in Washington, all avail­ 
able for a price. Anyone who wants a throat 
cut, a breach healed, a reputation blackened, 
or a scandal started can get it done whole­ 
sale. 
“ But you gotta know the territory,” just 
the way the drummer-boy 'says in “ The 


Music Man.” Washington is no place for 
amateurs who believe what they learned from 
civics books when they were school kids. 
It is a deep and mighty river full of strange 
fish and political people eaters—and don’t be 
fooled by what you see on the guided tours. 
They say Congress is in a hurry to ad­ 
journ; that it is getting tired. Its constitu­ 
ents are tired, too—tired of the smear, the 
wiretap, the hidden microphone, the hearsay 
evidence, the captious critic and all the other 
strange fish dredged up in the net of public 
disclosure. 


Encouraging Note 


A more efficient police department is 
among the phases of improved municipal op­ 
eration that are becoming more evident daily 
under the Lawrence administration. 
The crackdown on the “ numbers” offers 
the latest evidence that the department hasn’t 
been sleeping. “ Numbers” cases are difficult 
to break even when the writer is known. Gen­ 
erally his “ office” is in his hip pocket and 
more likely than not he knows by sight those 
he must avoid to escape arrest. 
It’s gratifying to see the police doing an 
ever more competent job after the abuse 
heaped on the department over the last few 
years as the result of the “ scandals.” As 
pointed out before, improved leadership ap­ 
peared to have been the crying need. Such 
leadership is taking form day by day. 
An interesting aspect of the improvement is 
that indirectly much of the credit must go 
to the people themselves. Through their con­ 
tributions to the city income tax, more men 
have been added to the force, providing a 
more thorough policing of the city. 


Some Questions Will Be Asked 


The prospectus of a gigantic transportation 


union with jurisdiction over everything that 


moves must stagger James R. Hoffa as much 
as it staggers both his critics and admirers. 


But if he can contemplate it without a 
mental blackout, his critics and admirers can 
get used to the idea, too. And as they 
grasp its possibilities, the idea will be less 
staggering than it seemed to be at first 
thought. 
This is another version of the “ one big 
union” vision that has fascinated unionists 
for generations. The latest version was AFL- 
CIO, which has not turned out to be what 
the prospectus said it was going to be. 
Mr. Hoffa’s “ conference on transportation 
unity” will be subject to similar modifications 
—and for the same reason. There will be too 
many incompatible interests. 
There will be too many questions asked (rf 
and about Mr. Hoffa, himself, wto plainly 
thinks of himself as destined for the over­ 
all leadership of the federated transportation 
Interests. His “ one big union” sooner or later 
will generate as much or more resistance in­ 
side itself as it will generate outside itself. 
Moreover, if by some fluke it becomes as 
big as it is outlined in the prospectus, it 
will hasten the day when Congress must put 
trade unions under the same antitrust laws 
that control monopolies in all other fields of 


endeavor. In the meantime, Mr. Hoffa and 


his associates would have been hastening 


the same day by abusing their power, un­ 
less they had undergone a transformation in 


their viewpoint on the prerogatives of power. 
This gives no assurance that the Hoffa cam­ 
paign to get everything that moves under cen­ 


tral control will be a failure; far from it. 


It is only the ultimate outcome (rf the cam­ 
paign that is doomed to failure. The campaign, 


itself, will be the most important develop­ 
ment in organized labor for the next few 
years, with direct and immediate bearing on 
commerce, legislation, labor agreements and 
prices. 
But if it succeeds. Congress would be forced 
to break up an intolerable monopoly. Furth­ 
ermore, if it succeeds there would need to 
be a radical transformation of the tempera­ 
ment of some of Mr. Hoffa’s rivals in the 
U.S. labor movement. They would have to 
learn to accept his personal leadership with­ 
out quibble or question—and the odds are 
overwhelmingly against that.

The Ties Go Back To The ^Jiink Boys’ 


It is the multi-billion dollar in­ 
ternational 
narcotics

d i s covered.

probing of Genovose, Profaci and 
Luciano and Co. — operating un­ 
der the unincorporated name 
of 
Mafia — is aimed at showing a 
drowsy nation. 
That’s what’s showing up. too, 
on the secret list of the Justice 
Department’s 100 “ Mr. Bigs.” So 
confidential is this list that Attor­ 
ney General William Rogers has 
ordered his aides to reveal th e 
names of 50 at a time to the land’s 
most trusted crime - smashing 
chiefs, the heads of the Narcotics 
Bureau, the Treasury Department, 
the Secret Service and other fed­ 
eral agencies now working with 
the super secret “ unified prosecu­ 
tive commard” under New Y’ork 
attorney. Milton Wessel. 
Of the first 50 hoods, 10 have 
been convicted or are under in­ 
dictment. One of them is Paul 
(The Waiter) Ricca, of the Chica­ 
go Mafia. The others are big time 
narcotics smugglers 
and finan­ 
ciers. They are tied in with the 
trucking, garment and waterfront 
rackets. 


THERE ARE federal files which 
prove the intimate ties between 
the narcotics and labor rackets 
rings. These dossiers show, prob­ 
ably much to the surprise of many 
a labor chief, that the late Lepke 
Buchalter’s Murder, Inc., terror of 
the 
shook - down 
generation, 
scooped up more in narcotics than 
in enforcing the labor rackets. 
Lepke’s take from the New York 
men’s and ladies’ garment and 
trucking industries, including the 
seizure of shops, was put at two 
million dollars a year in the ’30s. 
The heroin haul-in beat that by 
millions. 
Slim little Lepke, coldest of kill­ 
ers, was part of a narcotics ring 
which sent agents as far as Shang­ 
hai between 1935 and 1937 — when 
the 
quaking 
garment 
center 
thought his interests were bound­ 
ed by Brooklyn on the south, Man­ 
hattan’s 7th Ave. on the west and 
a few gay resort spots in Sullivan 
County on the north. Those Lepke 
agents made contact in Shanghai 
with heroin and morphine produc­ 
ers from China’s Tientsin pro­ 
vince. 


ENOUGH DOPE was purchased 
in China to supply 10,000 addicts 
for a year. The “ stuff” 
was 
packed, in 
steamer 
trunks 
in 
Shanghai. These were transported 
in bond through France. T h e n 
they were smuggled into the U.S. 
Lepke and 29 others in the ring 
were indicted in November 1937. 
They were charged with compli­ 
city in a plot to smuggle “ junk” 
through the port of New York “ in 
the baggage of ostensible round- 
the-world tourists.” 
Lepke took it on the lam but 
later turned himself in and was 
sent up for 12 years on a guilty 
plea. 
This ring h^d a silent partner— 
Lucky Luciano, who went up in 
1936 on a compulsory protitution 
rap. Lucky was sprung and de­ 
ported in ’46. He lived graciously 
at the Hotel Nacional in Havana, 
where such Mafia couriers 
as 
Gerardo Cateno would consult him 
for the American section of the 
combine. When the Cuban politi­ 
cal heat was shipped up by U.S. 
newspapers, Lucky sailed for love­ 
ly Naples. 


IT WAS in Palermo that two of

the Apalachin Mafia Grand Coun­ 
cil delegates met an agent of Lu­ 
ciano’s to help prepare the agen­ 
da for the first barbecue conven­ 
tion in history. One of the two, 
Joe Bonnano. is in “ garments.” 
The other, Carmiene Galente, is 
being sought as part of a narco­ 
tics ring. He is also an “ enforc­ 
er” in the Brooklyn rackets.

Lucky Luciano gives orders on 
far more than narcotics to these 
men, whose connections have con­ 
nections.

MedicarCare For Aged 


By Raymond Moley 


Of all the bills before Con­ 
gress dealing with social security, 
the most serious and controversial 
is the Forand bill. 
It is said that its 
authorship 
may be attributed to the AFL-CIO. 
In any event, the AFL-CIO is the 
most powerful and vociferous ad­ 
vocate, along with what has be­ 
come its affiliate, the Americans 
for Democratic Action. 
Opposed is the American Medical 
Association. Also opposed is the 
administration, w h i c h quite 
reasonably points out that any such 
sweeping change requires impar­ 
tial 
investigation. 
Certainly, 
it 
would seem a poor time to revolu­ 
tionize social security as a quasi­ 
recession cure and at the tail end 
of a long and politics-ridden ses­ 
sion of Congress. 
The bill would provide all quali­ 
fied Old Age and Survivors Insur­ 
ance beneficiaries with absolutely 
free surgical and dental services, 
hospital care for up to 60 days a 
year, and nursing home care for 
120 days a year. 


IT WOULD also materially in­ 
crease the cash benefits of all 
OASI recipients, raise the taxable 
wage base from $4,200 to $6,000 
a year and increase the social se­ 
curity tax by »4 of 1 per cent to 
reach 7»r4 per cent in 1975, and 
the income tax on employes and 
the excise tax on employers by 
'/i of 1 per cent to reach 9' 
2 per 
cent of taxable payroll by 1975. 
The bill would cover approximate­ 
ly 13 million people. 
This would be another large ad­ 
vance toward total government 
medicine. It should be remem­ 
bered that something like 20 mil­ 
lion are already measurably cov­ 
ered. These are under various vet­ 
erans’ benefits and th^ like. 
Neither the AMA nor anyone else 
who opposes the Forand bill denies 
that the high cost of illnesses is 
a most serious problem, especially 
for the aged. Nor will anyone who 
has been in a hospital deny that 
our privately supported facilities 
for the care of the sick are 
strained to the utmost. 
But the claim that the aged 
cannot afford voluntary and pri­ 
vate health insurance is hardly 
supportable because 40 per cent 
oi them are already protected 
by some sort of voluntary health, 
insurance and this percentage is 
increasing rapidly. 


THE AMA, recognizing the need 
for some sort of medical help for 
some of the aged, joins the Eisen­ 
hower administration in calling for 
a study of the subject. 
For this purpose, the Joint Coun­ 
cil to Improve the Health Care 
of the Aged has been formed, 
with membership including the 
AMA, the American Hospital Asso­ 
ciation, the American Dental As­ 
sociation, and the American Nurs­ 
ing Home Association. 
It might be well to consider 
some of the ways in which the 
experience of Great Britain with 
government medicine has sharply 
denied some of the rosy promises 
of the Labor government when the 
plan was established. 
The system there is 
now 
10 
years old. It is being re-evaluated 
right now by responsible students. 
On some aspects there are sharp 


differences but on one there can 
be little argument. 
To explain this aspect of British 
experience, it should be noted at 
the cutset that when the plan was 
adopted, there had already been 
for some time a partial system of 
government aid to the sick. But 
this older system gave priority to 
the genuine needy. 
In the brave new world of At­ 
tlee and Nye Bevan, any needs 
test is degrading. It must be for 
all — the needy 
and un-needy 
alike. 
The result has been that suc­ 
ceeding governments have had to 
meet the inexorable limits of pub­ 
lic finances as well as the mush­ 
rooming of demand because of the 
multiplication of hypochondriacs 
and the available money has been 
spread so thin that the needy are 
worse off than before. 
This is the hard fact that all of 
us should face here in the United 
States. We are rich enough to 
care for the needy but we can 
never meet the wants of all. 
Until our welfare staters admit 
this, we shall move on and on 
to the limits our resources, how­ 
ever, great they may seem now. 


East And West 
The young Federation of Malaya, 
independent since Aug. 31, 1957, 
has brought something new to the 
family of nations — an eastern 
monarchy along western lines. 
Its “ Supreme Ruler,” A b d u l 
Rahman, was a figure of tradition­ 
al Oriental splendor at a recent 
celebration in the capital, Kuala 
Lumpur. Above his gold and be- 
medaled costume, the d i a m o n d 
crescent of Islam glittered on a 
brocaded headdress. From his belt 
protruded the ceremonial kris, or 
Malay dagger, that symbolizes roy­ 
al power. 
Yet behind the color and pagean­ 
try. Malaya’s machinery of gov­ 
ernment is a practical, constitution­ 
al one. Its king was not born to 
the throne, but elected to it'for 
five years. As in the west, th e 
prime minister of this former Brit­ 
ish protectorate holds the govern­ 
ment reins. 
The Malaya Federation is a com­ 
plex organization uniting 11 sep­ 
arate states of the slim, jungle- 
smothered peninsula that dangles 
from the Southeast Asia mainland,.

the committee 
use the infor­ 
mation unlaw­ 
fully gathered 
for 
nearly 
a 
week? Also, a 
portion of t h e David Lawrence 
witness’ papers was stolen from 
his locked room over the weekend. 
Responsibility for the theft has not 
yet been fixed by the Washington 
police or by the FBI. 
This is a sequel to many other 
strange happenings which indicate 
that a committee of Congress has 
allowed itself to be used to carry 
on a personal vendetta between 
businessmen. 
What the country is told is that 
this is somehow all germane to 
an investigation of independent 
cMTimissions and boards and the 
way persons seek to influence 
them. 
Actually, it is developing into a 
smear of Congress as well as of 
men in public office, as the results 
imply, in effect, that men in Wash­ 
ington, including those in the leg­ 
islative branches, are crooked be­ 
cause they take gifts from some­ 
one. The effect on the government 
is to besmirch officialckxm as a 
whole. For the wnphasis now is on 
suspicion and not on evidence of 
wrongdoing. 


THE SUPREM E COURT of the 
United States again and again has 
frowned on what it terms “ fish­ 
ing expeditions” by congressional 
committees. There is no authority 
under the Constitution to require 
a witness to disclose in public his 
private business affairs unless it 
can be proved that some particular 
piece of information is germane 
to the hearing. 
But the technique used is to leak 
something out to a hostile press 
representative who is also engaged 
in a smearing job. 
Then, unless the witness reveals 
all the details of his business, no 
matter how irrelevant it may be 
to the inquiry itself, he is held 
up in the headlines as having sup­ 
pressed something. 
The end result is to force him 
to testify on unrelated matters con­ 
cerning his methods of fighting 
business competitors. 
Congressional investigations are 
important to the conduct of govern­ 
ment. They have been of inestim- 


able value in exposing weaknessei 
in the governmental structure. 
The inquiries have been most suc­ 
cessful when the committees have 
kept their eyes fixed on those 
weaknesses, rather than allowing 
their inquiries to be used as a 
vehicle of mudslinging. 
Today the revelation that Sher­ 
man Adams accepted gifts from a 
businessman who happened to be 
his close friend has been exag­ 
gerated into a widely spread charge 
that something unlawful was done. 
Actually no such evidence has been 
produced. 
Even the businessman who show­ 
ered his gifts, including vicuna 
coats, on governors of "states as 
well as employes in the federal 
government has not been found to 
have exerted any improper influ­ 
ence on any governmental agen­ 
cy. His inquiries were lawwfully 
made. 
But the congressional committee 
has not been content to confine it­ 
self to pertin^ evidence. 


IT HAS DELVED into the realm 
of tax deductions and tax returns 
as if to imply that because the 
businessman made an inaccurate 
computation on some expenses in­ 
volving negligible amounts of taxes, 
this constitutes proof of his intent 
to exert an improper influence on 
a governmental c o m m i s s i o n 
through the medium of a friend. 
Many people have jumped to the 
conclusion that just because the 
episode is full of innuendoes and 
implications of impropriety, there 
must necessarily have been some 
kind of a crime committed. 
The House committee has not 
taken pains to hold the scales of 
justice even. 
It has instead added to th e 
smears through impromptu state­ 
ments to the press by committee 
members who have put their own 
hostile interpretations on testimony 
and on the character of the wit­ 
nesses appearing before the com­ 
mittee. 
There have been excesses in con­ 
gressional hearings before but nev­ 
er has a committee allowed itself 
to be used in this way as a vehicle 
for the venting of spleen by one 
businessman against another. 
Nor have committee investigators 
before engaged in such highhanded 
tactics as now are being revealed. 
The quicker the “ mess in Con­ 
gress” is cleaned up by the Demo­ 
cratic party’s current leadership, 
the sooner the country wrill begin 
to think better of its legislators. 
The old principle of Anglo-Saxon 
law that a man is presumed inno­ 
cent until proved guilty has been 
completely reversed and a comrnit- 
tee of Congress through its behavior 
has proclaimed in effect that a 
man is guilty until proved innocent.

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Man Who Needed No Introduction 


When Herbert Hoc er spoke at Brussels 
last week, he needed no introduction. He is 
still a minor saint in Belgium for his hu­ 
manitarian work in World War I. 
But one thing he told his audience for the 
U.S. Independence Day celebration at the 
Brussels World’s Fair is going to need some 
explanation in the United States. 
Forty years ago, Mr. Hoover declared, 
misrepresentations and propaganda against 
the United States “contributed to the retreat 
of the American people behind a barbed wire 
entanglement 
around the 
Western 
Hemi­ 
sphere." The danger signal is up again, he 
warned his audience. The same kind of anti* 
American campaign is being waged. 
The 
American people once more are being given 
the impression that the people abroad whom 
they have helped with their gifts, coopera­ 
tion, knowledge and 
en their lives are un­ 
grateful and even hostile. 
Mr. Hoover is not now and never was an 
Isolationist. He always was and still is an 
internationalist, in the sense that he has lived 
and corked in many different countries and 
is literally a citizen of the world. Therefore, 
when he says the danger signal is up again, 
he is issuing , a friendly warning to his fel­ 
low Americans as well as to his friends in 
Europe. 
We particularly want to believe it is meant 
to be a friendly warning to those Americans 
who profess not to be able to understand why 


there is growing opposition to their plans for 
disbursing U.S. wealth abroad with an open 


hand. 
The generous benefactors who recognize 
no limit where other people’s money is con­ 
cerned, assume a critical attitude whenever 
their judgment is questioned. They profess 
to believe there is no quid pro quo in inter­ 
national relations and Americans should be 
eager to give away everything for nothing— 
or less than nothing. 
They almost seem to believe that Ameri­ 
cans should shout with joy when recipients 
of their gifts bite the hand that feeds them, 
instead of grumbling about ingratitude and 
greediness. This has become a troublesome 
problem in the United States. 
Mr. H »over, who qualifies as an expert, 
has pointed out to those Americans who re­ 
fuse to recognize its existence that it does 
exist, that it was made to exist by anti- 
Americanism abroad and that Americans can­ 
not be blamed for wanting to stay home when 
so many signs say, "Yankees Go Home." 
Not even a brash American feels like push­ 
ing his way into a place where he plainly 
is not welcome. Perhaps someone with an 
urge to promote international understanding 
will distribute a few hundred thousand copies 
of Mr. Hoover’s speech to U.S. internation­ 
alists who say they can see no reason for 
skepticism about the net effect of open-hand­ 
edness in Washington.

For example, most of the work done by 
Congress is done by committees and sub­ 
committees. What goes on day by day in 
the Senate and House of Representatives is 
only ripples on the surface a: 
speeches made 
for the record (Congressional Record, that 


is). 
Moreover, what goes on in the main cur­ 
rent (A committees and subcommittees is not 
always as important as what goes on in 
the side eddies, in the form of wiretapped 
telephones, hidden microphones, eavesdrop­ 
ping, file-searching and confidential investi­ 


gations. 
The important thing is to find out what 
does not appear on the surface and why it 
does not appear there. If there is some 
reason to keep it out of sight, miracles may 
be performed by threatening to drag it into 
the open. Nothing is ever quite the way it 
seems to be in Washington. There’s always an 


angle. 
Tile "compleat angler" is the one who 
knows all the angles. 
Or if he does not know all the angles him­ 
self he knows where he can find someone who 
does know them —and there must be, roughly, 
an army of them in Washington, all avail­ 
able for a price. Anyone who wants a throat 
cut, a breach healed, a reputation blackened, 
or a scandal started can get it done whole­ 
sale. 
"But you gotta know the territory,’* just 
the way the drummer-boy * says in "The 


Music Man." Washington is no place for 
amateurs who believe what they learned from 
civics books when they were schc I kids. 
It is a deep and mighty r iver full of strange 
fish and political people eaters—and don’t be 
fooled by what you see on the guided tours. 
They say Congress is in a hurry to ad- 
Journ; that it is getting tired. Its constru­ 
er 
are tired, too—tired of the smear, the 
wiretap, the hidden microphone, the hearsay 
evidence, the captious critic and all the other 
strange fish dredged up in the net of public 


disclosure.

crime - smashing 
chiefs, the heads of the Narcotics 
Bureau, the Treasury Department, 
the Secret Service and other fed­ 
eral agencies now working with 
the super secret "unified prosecu­ 
tive commard" under New York 
attorney, Milton Wessel. 
Of the first 50 hoods, IO have 
been convicted or are under in­ 
dictment. One of them is Paul 
(The Waiter) Ricca, of the Chica­ 
go Mafia.

hattan’s 7th Ave. on the west and 
a few gay resort spots in Sullivan 
County on the north. Those Lepke 
agents made contact in Shanghai

from 
China’s 
Tientsin pro­ 
vince. 


ENOUGH DOPE was purchased 
in China to supply 10,000 addicts 
for 
a 
year. 
The 
"stuff" 
was 
packed, in 
steamer 
trunks 
in 
Shanghai. These were transported 
in bond through France. T h e n 
they were smuggled into the U.S. 
Lepke ana 29 others in the ring 
were indicted in November 1937. 
They were charged with compli­ 
city in a plot to smuggle "junk" 
through the port of New York "in 
the baggage of ostensible round- 
the-world tourists.” 
Lepke took it on the lam but 
later turned himself in and was 
sent up for 12 years on a guilty 
plea. 
This ring hgd a silent partner— 
Lucky Luciano, who went up in 
1936 on a compulsory protitution 
rap. Lucky was sprung and de­ 
ported in ’46. He lived graciously 
at the Hotel Nacional in Havana, 
where such Mafia couriers 
as 
Gerardo Cateno would consult him 
for the American section of the 
combine. When the Cuban politi­ 
cal heat was shipped up by U.S. 
newspapers, Lucky sailed for love­ 
ly Naples.

Medical*Care For Aged

Of 
all the bills 
before 
Con­ 
gress dealing with social security, 
the most serious and controversial 
is the Forand bill. 
It is said that its 
authorship 
may be attributed to the AFL-CiO. 
In any event, the AFL-CIO is the 
most powerful and vociferous ad­ 
vocate, along with what has be­ 
come its affiliate, the Americans 
for Democratic Action. 
Opposed is the American Medical 
Association. Also opposed is the 
administration, 
w h i c h 
quite 
reasonably points out that any such 
sweeping change requires impar­ 
tial 
investigation. 
Certainly, 
it 
would seem a poor time to revolu­ 
tionize social security as a quasi­ 
recession cure and at the tail end 
of a long and politics-ridden ses­ 
sion of Congress. 
The bill would provide all quali­ 
fied Old Age and Survivors Insur­ 
ance beneficiaries with absolutely 
free surgical and dental services, 
hospital care for up to 60 days a 
year, and nursing home care for 
120 days a year. 


IT WOULD also materially in­ 
crease the cash benefits of all 
OASI recipients, raise the taxable 
wage base from $4,200 to $6,000 
a year and increase the social se­ 
curity tax by % of I per cent to 
reach 7% per cent in 1975, and 
the income tax on employes and 
the excise tax on employers by 
% of I per cent to reach 9!£ per 
cent of taxable payroll by 1975. 
The bill would cover approximate­ 
ly 13 million people. 
This would be another large ad­ 
vance 
toward total 
government 
medicine. It should be remem­ 
bered that something like 20 mil­ 
lion are already measurably cov­ 
ered. These are under various vet­ 
erans’ benefits and th<? like. 


Neither the AMA nor anyone else 
who opposes the Forand bill denies 
that the high cost of illnesses is 
a most serious problem, especially 
for the aged. Nor will anyone who 
has been in a hospital deny that 
our privately supported facilities 
for 
the care of the 
sick 
are 
strained to the utmost. 
But the claim that the aged 
cannot afford voluntary and pri­ 
vate health insurance 
is 
hardly 
supportable because 40 per cent 
of them are already protected 
by some sort of voluntary health, 
insurance and this percentage is 
increasing rapidly. 


THE AMA, recognizing the need 
for some sort of medical help for 
some of the aged, joins the Eisen­ 
hower administration in calling for 
a study of the subject. 
For this purpose, the Joint Coun­ 
cil to Improve the Health Care 
of the Aged has been 
formed, 
with 
membership 
including 
the 
AMA, the American Hospital Asso­ 
ciation, the American Dental As­ 
sociation, and the American Nurs­ 
ing Home Association. 
It might be well 
to 
consider 
some of the ways in which the 
experience of Great Britain with 
government medicine has sharply 
denied some of the rosy promises 
of the Labor government when the 
plan was established. 
The system there is

yt irs old. It is being re-evaluated 
right now by responsible students. 
On some aspects there are sharp

differences but on one there can 
be little argument. 
To explain this aspect of British 
experience, it should be noted at 
the outset that when the plan was 
adopted, there had already been 
for some time a partial system of 
government aid to the sick. But 
this older system gave priority to 
the genuine needy. 
In the brave new world of At­ 
tlee and Nye Bevan, any needs 
test is degrading. It must be for 
all — the 
needy 
and 
un-needy 
alike. 
The result has been that suc­ 
ceeding governments have had to 
meet the inexorable limits of pub­ 
lic finances as well as the mush­ 
rooming of demand because of the 
multiplication 
of 
hypochondriacs 
and the available money has been 
spread so thin that the needy are 
worse off than before. 
This is the hard fact that all of 
us should face here in the United 
States. We are rich enough to 
care for the needy but we can 
never meet the wants of all. 
Until our welfare staters admit 
this, we shall move on and on 
to the limits our resources, how­ 
ever, great they may seem now. 


East And West 


The young Federation of Malaya, 
independent since Aug. 31, 1957, 
has brought something new to the 
family of nations — an eastern 
monarchy along western lines. 
Its "Supreme Ruler," A b d u l 
Rahman, was a figure of tradition­ 
al Oriental splendor at a recent 
celebration in the capital, Kuala 
Lumpur. Above his gold and be­ 
medaled costume, the d i a rn o n d 
crescent of Islam glittered on a 
brocaded headdress. From his belt 
protruded the ceremonial kris, or 
Malay dagger, that symbolizes roy­ 
al power. 
Yet behind the color and pagean­ 
try, Malaya’s machinery of gov­ 
ernment is a practical, constitution­ 
al one. Its king was not born to 
the throne, but elected to it'for 
five years. As in the west, t h e 
prime minister of this former Brit­ 
ish protectorate holds the govern­ 
ment reins. 
The Malaya Federation is a com­ 
plex organization uniting ll sep­ 
arate states of the slim, jungle- 
smothered peninsula that dangles 
from the Southeast Asia mainland,.

witness’ papers was stolen from 
his locked room over the weekend. 
Responsibility for the theft has not 
yet been fixed by the Washington 
police or by the FBI. 
This is a sequel to many other 
strange happenings which indicate 
that a committee of Congress has 
allowed itself to be used to carry 
on a personal vendetta between 
businessmen. 
What the country is told is that 
this is somehow all germane to 
an 
investigation 
of 
independent 
commissions and boards and the 
way 
persons 
seek 
to influence 
them. 
Actually, it is developing into a 
smear of Congress as well as of 
men in public office, as the results 
imply, in effect, that men in Wash­ 
ington, including those in the leg­ 
islative branches, are crooked be­ 
cause they take gifts from some­ 
one. The effect on the government 
is to besmirch officialdom as 
a 
whole. For the emphasis now is on 
suspicion and not on evidence of 
wrongdoing. 


THE SUPREME COURT of the 
United States again and again has 
frowned on what it terms ‘ fish­ 
ing expeditions" by congressional 
committees. There is no authority 
under the Constitution to require 
a witness to disclose in public his 
private business affairs unless it 
can be proved that some particular 
piece of information is germane 
to the hearing. 
But the technique used is to leak 
something out to a hostile press 
representative who is also engaged 
in a smearing job. 
Then, unless the witness reveals 
all the details of his business, no 
matter how irrelevant it may be 
to the inquiry itself, he is held 
up in the headlines as having sup­ 
pressed something. 
The end result is to force him 
to testify on unrelated matters con­ 
cerning his methods of fighting 
business competitors. 
Congressional investigations are 
important to the conduct of govern­ 
ment. They have been of inestim­ 


able value in exposing weaknessei 
in the governmental structure. 
The inquiries have been most suc­ 
cessful when the committees have 
kept their eyes fixed on those 
weaknesses, rather than allowing 
their inquiries to be used as a 
vehicle of mudslinging. 
Today the revelation that Sher­ 
man Adams accepted gifts from a 
businessman who happened to be 
his close friend has been exag­ 
gerated into a widely spread charge 
that something unlawful was done. 
Actually no such evidence has been 
produced. 
Even the businessman who show­ 
ered his gifts, including vicuna 
coats, on governors of states as 
well as employes in the federal 
government has not been found to 
have exerted any improper influ­ 
ence on any governmental agen­ 
cy. His inquiries were la w fu lly 
made. 
But the congressional committee 
has not been content to confine it­ 
self to pertinent evidence. 


IT HAS DELVED into the realm 
of tax deductions and tax returns 
as if to imply that because the 
businessman made an inaccurate 
computation on some expenses in­ 
volving negligible amounts of taxes, 
this constitutes proof of his intent 
to exert an improper influence on 
a governmental c o m m i s s i o n 
through the medium of a friend. 
Many people have jumped to the 
conclusion that just because the 
episode is full of innuendoes and 
implications of impropriety, there 
must necessarily have been some 
kind of a crime committed. 
The House committee has not 
taken pains to hold the scales of 
justice even. 
It has instead added to 
t h e 
smears through impromptu state­ 
ments to the press by committee 
members who have put their own 
hostile interpretations on testimony 
and on the character of the wit­ 
nesses appearing before the com­ 
mittee. 
There have been excesses in con­ 
gressional hearings before but nev­ 
er has a committee allowed itself 
to be used in this way as a vehicle 
for the venting of spleen by one 
businessman against another. 
Nor have committee investigators 
before engaged in such highhanded 
tactics as now are being revealed. 
The quicker the "mess in Con­ 
gress" is cleaned up by the Demo­ 
cratic party’s current leadership, 
the sooner the country will begin 
to think better of its legislators. 
The old principle of Anglo-Saxon 
law that a man is presumed inno­ 
cent until proved guilty has been 
completely reversed and a commit­ 
tee of Congress through its behavior 
has proclaimed in effect that a 
man is guilty until proved innocent.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP)-Sci- 
entists here were making choco­ 
late candy today for a bunch of 
baboons in Africa. 
A drug was being mixed in 100 
pounds of chocolate at the South­ 
west Foundation for Research and 
Education. 
If the baboons go for the choco­ 
late, the drug will free them of 


simian malaria in a couple of 
weeks. Then they will be flown from 
Africa to San Antonio for heart 
research. 
The scientists are doing re­ 
search on atherosclerosis, the dis­ 
ease in which fatty deposits form 
in blood vessels. 
They say the baboon is the only 
known 
animal 
which 
develops 
¡such deposits as does man. But 
ithe baboon is a vegetarian and 
consumes little animal fats. This 
indicates the importance of study ­ 
ing other factors rather than diet 
alone. 


The baboon tissue will make it 
possible to compare the progress 
of the disease in animals with that 
in humans. The goal is to produce 
a preditable animal which can ba 
used to test agents which may 
control the disease.
